MEANS THE END, meons the same for tele- 
grophers. Member of the Sidelight Family 
hos been delving into the origin of -“Thirty”, 
‘and has dug up.the following facts which 
‘should be of interest to the entire Sidelight 
Family: 

There are several explanations of the 
figures "30" that telegraphers and news 
popermen ploce at the end of their mes- 
soges or articles to show clearly where 
each ends. One of them is that mony 
yeors ogo the new telegraph office used to 
close.at 2.30 and it was the custom to 
place “30” on the last despatch sent out, 

‘Another is that the Washington corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, who wos 
‘on night work, had.”30" for his number, 
‘and he always signed his despatches with 








| chis nuniber instead of his name. 


A third explanation seems to be the 
frost reasonable It is said that in the 

earlier days of one of the telegraph com- 
ponies there were thirty rules for the gui- 
dance of operators, and the last one was 
that they should report the conditions of 
the line at closing time, and if everything 
wos.in'good order simply say “Good 
Night”. One night an operator being tired 
or in a-hurry or a bif’ weary of the routine, 
sent out from his office “See Rule 30". 
This wos interpreted to mean that all wos 
well, ond so the hobit arose among opera- 
“tors to simply tick out "30" to signify 

that they had not forgotten the rule, but 
that oll was wells 

So we may expect as the explenation of 
the signal thdt “30” means “Good Night. 
All's well.” . 

In the “Quill” of April, 1927 a different 
explanation was given by R. R. Ghosh, as 
follows: “The joumalistic symbol "30", 
mesning the end, has a queer Indion ori- 
gin. In Bengali ‘80’ is employed to mean 
‘farewell’, and-means literally ‘! quit’. One 
Mr. Holwell, an English: officer in Ft. Wil- 
liom, Calcutto, used the figure at the end 
of a letter which he sent to the Eost In- 
dia Company in 1758, The company out 
of fun used the figure in their publica- 
tion, mistakenly moking it 30. Hence come 
“the use.” 

In most newspaper offices nowadays “30° 
‘méons the end of ony article, to guide the 
printer who sets the copy, ond he responds 
by plocing a 30” metal dosh after the last 
line, which ies to the makeup man the 
end of that article. in days of old within the 
memory of old time “tourist” typos who 
travelled from coast to cost in Canada and 
the United States “30"’on a take of tele- 
graph news meant the last news message for 
the night, thot telegraph operator was 
calling it a night and quitting. Now, “30” is 

almost universally used to denote the con- 
clusion of eny article of newspoper copy. 
Those who have wondered-as to the origin 
‘of “30” can have their choice of the several 
explanations given above.

The aim of course is to leam something 
which may bring a. solution of certain prob- 
Jems of the human heart, particularly in the 
case of enlarged humon heorts. The ele- 

? phant’s heart shows long time intervals in 
the various phases of the heart beat, and 
there is possibility of confirmation of a be- 
lief that somewhat. similor variations in en- 
larged human hearts may be due to the size 
of the organ rather than to diseased mys- 
cles. The examination of a whale which hos 
‘a much larger heart ‘thon an elephant and 
whose heart would beat correspondingly slow- 
er might prove of. great value to the know- 
ledge of the heart. 

* "The doctors went to Ringling Brothers’ cir- 
cus ms. for their cardiograph study

Possibility of t:.ought transference has been 
studied for 4 years by Dr. Joseph Rhine of 
Duke University, who speaks of the subject 
as “really a dangerous one.” This question 
was raised many years ago and has not yet 
been settled. Dr. Rhine’s study is a new at- 
tack on the question. 

He says that the danger méy be far-reach- 
ing. indeed, provided. the base on which it 
rests is not scientifically sound. “But”, he 
said at Buffalo the ‘other day, the new 
claims (results of his experiments) are well 
founded and scientifically established, it 
then tums out thot instead of being danger- 
ous, it is the, views and assumptions which 
are overtumed and outmoded which were es- 
‘sentially dangerous and misleading.

Investigations will have to go a long way 
yet before there is definite assurance.

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TOO MANY REVOLVERS, 


There are 168,389 pistols and revolvers 
‘owned by Individuals in Canada, according 
{to the report of the Commissioner of the Roy- 
‘al Canadian Mounted Police. The Commis- 
sioner asks their owners to consider “whether 


‘The Ottawa Joumal takes the attitude 
that there are far too many of these weapons 
in, the hands of the people and quotes’ from 
the report to show that pistols and revolvers 
“are the cause of many fatal accidents in: 
homes”, and that they “form the source from 
which criminals secure by theft their arms 
‘with’ which to commit other crimes”. “'In 
many instances,” the Journal quotes the 
Commissioner, as saying ‘ithrough’ present 
registration law it has been possible to trace 

_ back to their original owners weapons in the 
possession of men put under arrest, perhaps 
a thousand miles awoy. 

‘The newspaper goes on to say: “The Com- 
missioner reports that registration of revolv- 
ers is proving of value “far beyond expecta- 
itlons’’’ in the tracking down of criminals, and 
‘that is so much to the good, But obviously os 
Jong as this enormous source of supply re- 
mains in existence guns will find their woy 
to criminal hands and’ crime will flourish. 
Owners of registered weapons should give 
‘thought to the Commissioner’s words. 
\they, feel they are justified in retaining these 
‘guns, which serve no useful purpose in Can- 
adian: civil life and are a constant tempta- 
tion to criminals? 

‘Many persons will fee! as the Journal does. 
In how few cases have crimes been prevented 
by reason of the fact that the person attack- 
‘ed or whose home is about to be robbed is the 

owner of a pistol or revolver which he uses 
to frighten or to fire at the intruder? The 
percentage of these cases is no doubt small. 
It Is just possible too that an omateur using 
a pistol or attempting to'use one on an it 
truder. might be shot by an intruder. who un- 
der ordinary conditions might not fire unless 
he wos facing a revolver. The man who car- 
ties a’ gun when he goes to commit a crime, 
may use it in fear of capture or of being shot 
‘and so odd another crime to his‘original plan. 
Criminols can use guns with much more ef- 
ficiency than most private owners of revolv- 
_£t5 or pistols. 














NURSERY WORK AT SANDBANKS is 


One of the landmarks of this district known 
to every resident of the district is the Sand- 
bonks.

‘There has beer published a document which 
should be of the greatest interest to every 
Citizen, the annua; statement of the activities 
of the police Gepartment, made by Chief 
Constable Alex.

Belleville naturally hod cases 
of stolen cars last year as ir? previous yeors, 
but in eighteen years only one car was stolen 
which was not recovered. , That was a number 
of years ogo, when stealing was widespread 
‘and the car which was not found is believed 
to have been taken to Montreal. This is 
‘a record of recoveries of which any depart- 
ment must be proud. Last year the owners 
‘of 18 stolen cars were pleased to have the 
police ledd to their recovery. The some 
efficiency of the police was the case the pre- 
. Vious year when 12 stolen cars were’ restored 
fo their rightful possessors. The almost 
performance of the police over the 

past eighteen years in this regard may seem 
to some incredible and ‘it can only be ex- 

* plained on the basis that on reports of such 

thefts the whole force is used to comb the 
city and district in the most complete manner 

‘and the alarm is sent out across the province. 

‘The record is one which is deserving of the 

highest:commendation and praise on the part 
of the citizens of whose lives and property 
the police are the guardians. 
This year there were 873. cases in the 
court os ogainst 903 in the previous year. 
Such a reduction of 29 cases is to be looked 
‘upon with satisfoction.

POSTAGE STAMP CENTENARY 


“The yeor 1940 will be centenary of the 
postage stamp, and those interested in 
philately in Great Britain are making plons 
for the celebration,” says the Montreal Gaz~ 
ette. “There is to be an important exhibition 
in London under the direction of the . 
Philatelic Society, when collections from all 
‘over the world will be on view. All the stamps 
issued in the hundred years willbe represent- 
ed, from the first issues to the lotest airmail 
varieties, There are some ten thousand dif- 
ferent varieties Gf stamps of the various units 
which roake up the British Empire and about 
twenty-seven ~ kinds of foreign 
stamps. It may be recalled that the late King 
George V. had one ‘of the finest private stamp 
collections in the world. ‘The exhibition next 
year will be by far’ the most important ever 
held. re - 


“At the some time the British philatelists 
will do honor. to! Sir Rowland Hill, the'Eng- 
lishy reformer, bom at Kidderminster in 1795, 
‘ond who is known for his services to postal 
reform. It was mainly through Hill’s efforts 
that penny postage wos introduced in Eng- 
Jond in 1840. For his services in this direc- 
tion he was knighted in 1860 by Queen Vic- 
toria, He died in 1879, at the age of 84. The 
thought arises, accordingly, that there may 
be some.connection between postage stamp 
reform’ andilongevity. -In ony event, Hill 
lived toa, good old age in England, ond here 
in Canada. Sir William Mulock is flourishing 
in his'95th yeor. _ It wos in 1898 that Sir 
Williom, then Postmoster-General in Sir 
‘Wilfrid Lourier’s Government, established 
‘the two-cent postage rate from Conoda to all 
parts of the British Empire. The stomp is-
